A spectacular fire, which at onc 
time looked as if it might have 
serious and even terrible results, 
broke out this morning on’ the

The entire American achene of 
things, ‘economic, political and 
social, is based on the assumption 
that, the population will continue 


to be one of increasing growth., 


No matter, how visionary any par- 
ticular project has - seemed when 
first suggested or tried in the 
United States, the country has 
never failed to grow up to, It. 
Every great industry, and evely 
State and municipality, has been 
able to plan finance, extension, 
rnd production on a steadily ris- 
ing curve, 

This cenfidence in. steady 
growth is so firmly embedded in 
the American. mentality ‘that Its 
disturbance would imply a terrific 
shock, Yet vital statistics, chang: 
Ing social habits, and tegtslative 
policy all make it’ practically cer- 
tain that by the time young men 
now entering industry in America 
have reached the retiring age of 
68 the entire population question 
will have changed. and there will 
be ‘two persons past the prime of 
life to every thrae in it,. compar- 
ed to only one past working age 
to every two persons at the pre- 
sent time. 

Estimates Far or. 

The American census of 1860 
showed that the population had 
doubled about ‘every twenty-three 
years ‘since 1790. This year's 
census will show a population of 
ubout one-half that of the first 
seventy years. It happens that

and estimates of the future 
population ‘are -necessary if such 
schemes are to be of the grent- 
est possible utility, It is being 
assumed on all sides that the 
population will be 240,000,000 by 
the year 2,000, « This: estimate 
has now been challenged by a 
number of scientists and they 
have -backed their eytimate of 
185,000,000 ns the extreme limit 
bythe -year 2000, with the prob- 
abilities being . several. millions

~ This dlmerence of a fourth is 
a matter of extreme Interest in 
innumerable. ways. Irrigation and 
reclamation programmes, educa- 
tional equipment, | roads” . and 
transportation systems are only 
few things which are materially 
affected by the size of the futura 
population,

Presumably ; business competi-: 
tfon will reach a level of. intensity 
now undreamed of.

It is unlikely that the 
farming ‘population, already .re- 
duced to 28 per cent., will number 
more than 16 per cent. by the end 
of another generation, but there

American’ industry in the ‘past 
has been incredibly wasteful but 
this .. waste... seemed’ .

VILLAGE | WIPED OUT: 
47. DEATHS. ~ 


DISASTER IN JAVA. 
Semarang, May ‘Yo.. 


A stream of mud from the aide}. 


of the mountain - Telemojo,* has 
wiped out the whole of the village 
of Likasan, In Mid-Java, .Forty- 
seven of the inhabitdnts perished, 
and only. five. managed to escape 
from the terrible avalanche. 

The road near the mountain vil- 
lage of Salatiga was destroyed for 
a diatance of seven . miles, and 
many bridges» collapsed. 

It appears that the disaster was 
not caused by volcanic | activity/ 
Heavy rains during the laat few 
days-had resulted in the accumula- 
tion of an enormous quantity of 
mud on the side of the mountain, 
and this was suddenly loosened 
‘and poured down to the valley, 
transforming the ‘small mountain 
river into a veritable stream of 
death several miles wide. 

Bodies Buried Under Mud. 

The death roll is estimated at 
47. Five bodies have been recover- 
ed, and ‘others are still buried 


under the mud or have been swept |, 


into the morass in which the mud 
atream finished its\courge. © 
‘Rescue. parties are experiencing 
very great difficulties owing. to, the 
thickness of the layer of mud. 
-.When the stream broke loose, 
heavy, ‘sinister rumblings wore 
heard, tetrifying the inhabitants, 
LA mother and two children had 
a m'raculoug escape.

The new lock has a length of 
400 metres (1,312 feet), a width 
of 50 metres(164 feet), and. a 
depth of water over sill of 15 
metres (59 feet). It far exceeds 
in size the locks of the Panama 
Canal (1,000 feet by 110 feet by 
42 feet), and also those . of ‘the 
Kaiser Wilhelm or Kiel Canal 
(1,083 teet by 148 feat, by 45 feat). 
As a great ship canal lock, in fact, 
the new structure stands unique 
and unapproschable. The Glad- 
stone Lock , at Liverpool is of 
notable size: 1,070 feet long by 180 
-feet wide, but it Is scarcely com- 
parable with the Ymuiden Lock. 

So striking. an addition to‘ the 
port facilities of Amsterdam in- 
dicates.a prufaund faith on the 
part of.-its. administrators in the 
future. development of the port 
‘and the part it fs destined to play 
in commerce during the years that 
are to come. Up to the present its 
shipping ‘and trade returna have 
only been of moderate dimensions 
compared with those of its three 
great competitors in the North- 
West of Europe. Hamburg, Rotter- 
dam and Antwerp handle goods at 
their respective quays of the order 
of 20 to 40 million tons per an- 
num.. At Amsterdam the quantity 
is in ‘the nelghbourhood of 6 to 6 
millions, Yet these figures, re- 
Igtive in themselves, fall to take 
into account many factors’ which 
make for the prosperity of a port, 
‘and. which cannot be overlooked in 
estimating its Prospects, 

* Amsterdam has a gréat number 
of warehouses and an appreciable 
entrepot trade, which signifies 
much more business than the 
simple transhipment of. goods over- 
side, such as is largely charac- 
teristic of Rotterdam, and swells 
its, enormous total with tonnages 
destined, not for the port itself 
but for the great inland industrial 
comtres served by the waterways 
of the Rhine and ‘ita tributaries.

MALAYA’S MINES. 


The Hottest in the 
’ World. 


OFFER TO TOURISTS. 

Stretched up and.down Malaya, 
from Sinm to within a féw miles 
of the Equator, ara the 
mines in the world; they are the 
tin mines of the Malayan penin- 
sula and they represent ‘a large 
Part of the Empire's mineral 
wealth in the Far East, 

The mines—and the ore is found 
in a variety of ways even within 
the same square mile—are the 


moat fascinating in the world. So |- 


interesting and so picturesque are 
some of the methods of tin-pin- 
ning and so beautiful are the ‘en- 
vironments that one tourist agency 
In Singapore now offers to whisk 
Its clients round one or two tin 
mines* while they are in Malaya. 
But visitors, on the whole, are few; 
the heat even on these winter days 
effectively protects the secrets of 
the mines. - pata k 

The quickest and most efficient 
means of tin’ mining to-day fs 
drédging. There Is something 
hypnotic about watching the buec- 
‘kets censelessly rise from the 
warm, yellowish water. Often 
they bring up things: other than 
clay—trunks of trees, relics from 
another jungle long buried, and 
often a snake, 

It ia mostly’ at night, when the 
dredge whirrs and sighs in a blaze 
‘of searchlights, that the snakes 
come aboard. Grey-black cobras, 
pythons, bright green snakes, and 
snakes that glisten like the moon 
—the last horrible but harmless. 
Only recently a sleepy python 
had | suddenly found himself 
-suspended over two buckets and 
being carried swiftly upwards. 
Chinese coolies had half killed 
and skinned him before he realised 
what had happened, 4

JUDGE'S LENIENCY. 


Selangor, May 21. - 

Charles Brown, a young asalst- 
ant formerly employed by John 
Little and Co., was charged at the j 
Selangor Assizes with the theft of ; 
jewellery and cash valued at 
$1,830 from that firm. | Accused 
pleaded not guilty and conducted 
his own defence. : 

The Deputy Public Prosecutor, 
Mr, R. C. Cuasen, said that on Mon- 
day, March 8, accused lost $45 or 
$50 at the Selangor races. He re- 
turned to his: boarding house, 
where a‘ fellow employee named 
Gaskin also lived, at about - six 
o'clock, When Mr. Gaskin teturn- 
ed from a bath he found that his 
keys had disappeared from his ; 
dressing table. There were two 
bunches of keys, one of’ which 


bore the keys of the outer doors |” 


of the store and the other ‘the! 
Gaskin had charge. 
Stole From Safe. 

Accused went to the shop ana | 
entered. He amerged fifteen or | 
twenty minutes later. He tele 
phoned for a hired car, but left in 
a rikisha before it arrived. Later 
in the evening he summoned the 
car‘'to the Collseum cafe. While 
in the shop accused opened'a safe 
with Mr. Gaskin’s keys and remov- 
ed jewellery and cash to the value | 
already atated. Accused was seen 
on the station platform that even: | 
ing and was arrested a, day or so | 
later at the Raffles Hotel, Singa- 
pore, when all the jéwellery was 
recovered, but some of the money 
had gone. 

After corroborative evidence had 
been called for the prosecution, 
Brown called several: witnesses, 
Mr. A. EL Bond, director in charge 
of John Little and Co., Kuala Lum- 
pur, said, in reply to Brown, that: 
he (Brown) had borne a quite 
satisfactory character up to the 
time of this offence. It was true 
that about four montha after he 
arrived acctised had ‘2 serlous 
‘motor-cycle accident which’ neces- 
sitated his spending ten days in 
hospital. Accused came’ to the 
firm with very good references. 

Brown: Is it true that I have 
‘managed to repay everything that 
was missing? 

Mr. Bond replied that’ only $60 
of the cash remained to be account- 
ed for, and the arrangements. made 
by accused did not quite cover 
that. Accused’ had a certain 
amount of money due to him. in 
the provident fund. . 

In reply to Mr, Cussen, Mr. Bond 
said that accused worked for eat 
months after hix accident and: did’ 
not seem abnornial ‘in any. way, . 

Mr. S. M. Adams, a miasfonary, 
gave evidence that he came out | 
with Brown on the same ship and 
had geen lim frequently since.
